Wesley A. Taylor—“Wes” to his friends—is in a jam. The 
widely known broker and chairman of the Rotary club’s traffic 
safety committee, must appear before .Justice Kenneth Morrison 
August 16 to defend himself against a charge of driving through a 
boulevard stop. 

Members of the Rotary club were on the lookout for “Wes" at 
noon today in the Green Cat cafe. They planned to make the matter 
a special order of business, or whatever it is they do in such cases. 
They anticipated seeing Mr. Taylor’s face as red as a soviet flag; 
but at the time they sat down to luneh, he had not appeared. I p 
until today “Wes" had a 100 per eent attendance record. Telephone 
calls to his residence remained unanswered. Mr. Taylor just 
couldn’t be found. 

It happened this way: 

Mr. Taylor was driving south on state highway 101 and when 
he came to the intersection with the Coast highway at Serra, he 
assertedly failed to stop. 

Wes does not carry one of the famous “gold courtesy" cards 
issued by E. Raymond Cato, highway patrol chief; in fact he has 
complained that he thinks giving these cards away is a bad practice 
because it looks like favoritism. 

Mr. Taylor asked that he be allowed to appear before Justice of 
the Peace Morrison, instead of Justice of the Peace John Landed at 
San Juan Capistrano. The request was granted. 

Captain Henry Meehan of the highway patrol here says the 
offense is a misdemeanor punishable by a maximum fine of $50 or 
five days in jail. Judge Morrison remarked that very few offenders 
get the maximum fine. 


MOVEMENTS VEILED! 


BREST. France. Aug. 6. (JP )—• 
Rioting strikers today tore down 
the tricolor flag of France from 
the subprefecture here and hoisted 
a red flag in its place. 

A dozen persons were injured 
in street fighting which broke oull 
after workers in the French navy 
shipyards had engaged in battla 
with police and troops. 

Business was suspended in the 
port. Shops were locked and 
windows barred. 

The red flag raised by the moh 
was torn down by Subprefect Jac- 
ques Henry, defying the mass of 
strikers who pelted him with 
stones and bricks and chanted the 
communist hymn. “Internation* 
ale." . 

Henry climbed a wall and jerked 
the red banner from the lanyards. 

About 3000 strikers took part 
in the demonstration.

ROME, Aug. 6 (/ P» Premier 
Mussolini today called 75,000 more 
men to arms “as a consequence of 
heavy Ethiopian mobilizations." 

H^* ordered the mobilization of 
two regular army divisions and a 
volunteer fascist Black Shirt di¬ 
vision ami created two replace¬ 
ment divisions. 

The long expected “Communique 
No. 9" announced the new in¬ 
crease in Italy's fighting strength. 

Call Regular Division 
It stated the Asictta division of 
the regular army, commanded by 
General Riccardi, has been called. 

Estimating the strength at an 
average of 15,000 men to a di¬ 
vision, the order will bring 
Italy’s white forces in Eritrea 
and Italian Somaliland to 195,- 
000 men. 

A check of southern embarca- 
tion points indicates that almost 
100.000 of these already have de¬ 
parted. 

Two divisions of nativ s, raised 
in East Africa early this year, in¬ 
creased the regular territorial 
forces of 10,000 men 

110,000 Troops in Line 
Thus, it is estimated that 140.- 
000 troops already are in line in 
the two colonies. 

With the arrival of the new 
contingents in training, or about 
to start training in Italy, the 
total figure will be swelled to 
235,000. 

Well informed sources explained, 
however, that this was only an es¬ 
timated total. A report long has 
circulated that Premier Mussolini 
has created in East Africa or sent 
there numerous battalions of which 
the world knows nothing.

Director Given 48 Hour 
To Comply in Santa 
Rosa Controversy 


Veteran Legislation To 
Be Given Preference 
In Next Congress 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6. UP I—A 
decision to block efforts to attach 
bonus payment or other "extrane¬ 
ous" issues to the Roosevelt tax 
bill was reached today by senate 
democratic leaders. 

At the same time they agreed 
to give bonus legislation preferred 
status at the next congress. 

Expressing hope that this would 
speed adjournment, Senator Rob¬ 
inson, majority leader, said many 
bonus advocates felt a tax bill 
amendment would not develop the 
full strength that the proposal 
might muster if offered separately 
next year. 

Rich Should Ray 

Earlier, Robert H. Jackson, in¬ 
ternal revenue bureau counsel, told 
a senate tax bill committee that 
added revenue to go toward bal¬ 
ancing the budget and paying the 
cost of fighting the depression 
should be contributed by the 
“propertied class" according to its 
ability to pay. 

He declared there had been a 
“general conspiracy" among the 
rich to evade taxes in the past. 

While refraining from indorsing 
rates in the bill, the prepared 
statement Jackson read said the 
"burden of taxation should be so 
readjusted as to meet the cost of 
government by a recovery tax pro¬ 
gram that will eliminate the pres¬ 
ent inequities and that will not im¬ 
pair the purchasing power of the 
mass of consumers." 

Jackson contended the admin¬ 
istration “inherited” a tax struc¬ 
ture “out of balance" with ability 
to pay. He suggested the “trend 
should be reversed."

SEATTLE, Aug. 6 i/Pi-Two 
famous eronies of the air—Wiley 
Post and Will Rogers—were near¬ 
ly ready today to take off in 
Post's new red monoplane for 
Alaska, the first jump in the 
plane's journey to Siberia and 
Moscow. 

Unfavorable weather ahead and 
Post's last-minute decision again 
to test pontoons with which he 
replaced wheels on the plane were 
expected to delay the start until 
tomorrow. 

Those acquainted with Post's 
sudden changes of mind and con¬ 
flicting announcements about his 
plans were waiting at the Renton 
airport, 12 miles south of here, 
today. However, in case the flier, 
his wife and Rogers should at¬ 
tempt a secret start. 

The plane was not fueled for a 
long flight, equipment presumably 
for an extended journey in the 
far north was not stowed aboard, 
and mechanics at the field said 
minor adjustments still must be 
made to pontoons and the motor. 

Rogers, who arrived here late 
yesterday by plane from San 
Francisco, said he intended to ac¬ 
company the Posts to Alaska, 
probably as far as Juneau, but

AMOY. China, Aug. 6 i/P) 
Southern Fukien province today 
was struck by a second typhoon 
which ripped inland from the sea. 
devastating a huge area. 

Coming close behind yester¬ 
day's hurricane, the new storm 
caused officials to fear a terrific 
loss of life. The typhoon was 
regarded as the worst in a quar¬ 
ter of a century. 

The brunt of today's storm ap¬ 
peared to hit the coast 60 miles 
south of here. 

All communcations were de¬ 
stroyed. Heavy winds on the 
fringe of the typhoon struck 
Amoy and wrecked fishing fleets 
close by. 

Fragmentary dispatches from 
Chuanchow stated yesterday's dis¬ 
aster there was the worst in the 
history of that area, eclipsing the 
great storm of 1905. 


BERLIN, Aug. 6 UP) An au¬ 
thoritative sourre expressed the 
belief today that fear of losing the 
1936 Olympic Games because of 
the campaign against Jews and 
"political Catholicism" lay behind 
Nazi attempts to obstruct foreign 
correspondents. 

Loss of the games at Berlin 
would come close to being a major 
setback for the Nazi regime, 
economically, as well as politically. 

Millions of marks are being 
spent on preparations, with offi¬ 
cials counting on an influx of for¬ 
eign money to stimulate declining 
business. 

Informed sources said certain 
Nazi quarters were convinced that 
there existed among foreign corre¬ 
spondents a scheme to have the 
international committee cancel the 
games. 

The ousting of some newspaper¬ 
men and the influencing of those 
remaining against sending abroad 
reports of the attacks against 
Jews and “political Catholicism 
were said authoritatively to be the 
method of Dr. Paul Joseph Goeb- 
hels, minister of propaganda, for 
dealing with the alleged plot. 

Members of the Foreign Press 
association said they were mysti¬ 
fied as to why government offi¬ 
cials should believe charges of the 
existence of any plot. 


WEST ORANGE, N. J., Aug. 6. 
i/P) Edwin P. Cramer, who sug¬ 
gested a “whispering” campaign 
against the New Deal, has lost his 
job and now he wants to be a 
"forgotten man.” 

Cramer said he holds no ill will 
against the Thomas A. Edison 
company, which discharged him as 
editor of a house organ yesterday 
because of his “advocacy of so 
reprehensible a plan" as the cov¬ 
ert attack on President Roosevelt 
he suggested as a means of com¬ 
batting the utilities bill.

killed himself.

Hopson, however, apparently 
had left. Hotel officials said he 
was not registered and had not 
been.

WASHINGTON. Aug. 6 CP - 
The White House is expected to 
greet with silence the challenge to 
an open debate which Senator 
Huey Long tossed at President 
Roosevelt. 

Though the Louisiana senator 
and the administration have long 
been engaged in a feud, the 
strategy of the latter has not in¬ 
cluded public replies to the as¬ 
saults of Long. 

Offering to "guarantee the 
crowds,” Long proposed yesterday 
that the president meet him in 
Louisiana, or elsewhere, to debate 
the New Deal. 

The challenge was voiced in the 
first senate speech Long has made 
in two weeks. He indicated he 
was stirred to hurl it by news¬ 
paper headlines saying that the 
president might soon visit Arkan¬ 
sas to support Senator Robinson, 
democratic leader who is up for 
re-election next year, and to open 
an anti-Long campaign In the 
6outh. 

"If Mr. Roosevelt has that 
Idea,” said Ix>ng, "Why pick 
Arkansas? That election's a 
long way off. That’s next fall, a 
year from now. There's an elec¬ 
tion in Louisiana In January. 
Don't know how badly he’s 
needed in Arkansas, hut the 
anti-Long element needs him 
mighty bad In Louisiana right 
now.” 


Approval of the board of super¬ 
visors for additional dredging in 
Newport harbor, deepening the 
channel at Balboa and at New¬ 
port. was requested today by R. L. 
Patterson. Newport Beach city 
engineer, and George Rodgers, one 
of the leaders .n the campaign 
which resulted ir. securing federal 
financing for the $2,000,000 har¬ 
bor development project now near¬ 
ing completion there. 

Mr. Patterson said the addition¬ 
al dredging can be done at a cost 
of $127,000 and will be paid for 
from the estimated $200,000 sur¬ 
plus now remaining in the fund 
raised through a bond issue and 
federal grant for the harbor proj¬ 
ect. 

He said the plan is to deepen 
the area at Balboa from the pres¬ 
ent 10-foot depth to 20 feet, and 
to deepen the channel at Newport 
to 15 feet. This work can be 
done at a lower cost at this time, 
he said, than at any other be¬ 
cause the dredging companies 
have their equipment in the har¬ 
bor. 

By deepening the channel, he 
pointed out. it would make possi¬ 
ble accommodations for the larg¬ 
er pleasure yachts in Southern 
California that would make New¬ 
port bay their headquarters if a 
sufficiently deep channel and 
turning basin were provided. 

The matter was taken under ad¬ 
visement until the afternoon ses¬ 
sion pending a ruling from As¬ 
sistant District Attorney W. F. 
Menton relative to legality of the 
request.

In order to gain more coopera¬ 
tion between the government and 
land owners in the vicinity of na¬ 
tional forests, for fire protection, 
Louis Robinson, whose ranch lies 
between the Cleveland National 
forest and the Santa Margarita 
ranch, today filed with the board 
of supervisors a letter asking 
changes in methods now used by 
the forest service. 

Mr. Robinson said he also plans 
to send a copy of the letter to 
Congressman Sam L. Collins at 
Washington, asking his coopera¬ 
tion. 

The letter said that present 
methods of fire control as prac¬ 
ticed by the forest service in the 
Southland are ' inexcusably expen¬ 
sive and inefficient. ' It contends 
that by allowing underbrush to 
grow unchecked, with resulting 
deadfall, a serious fire hazard is 
created. The growth also takes 
from the soil much needed water, 
the letter said. 

Motor trails and firebreaks re¬ 
cently constructed are ineffectual, 
said the letter. It urged burning 
of firebreaks 400 yards or more in 
width, the burning to be done at 
such times that it can be con¬ 
trolled. Such a system, the letter 
contended, would be both economi¬ 
cal and serviceable. 

The supervisors took the matter 
under advisement. Supervisor 
Willard Smith of Orange was 
asked to investigate the situation 
and report next Tuesday. 


Members of the Santa Ana Ro¬ 
tary club today heard an address 
by Orange county's representa¬ 
tives in the state legislature— 
Senator Nelson T Edwards, 
speaker of the house, Edward 
Craig and Assemblyman James B. 
Utt. The speakers were intro¬ 
duced by W. B. Williams, program 
chairman. 

Mr. Utt outlined difficulties en¬ 
countered while attempting to do 
the best job possible in legisla¬ 
tive matters, referring in particu¬ 
lar to the passage by the legisla¬ 
ture during its recent session of 
the income tax bill. He explained 
that while the farm bureau In Or¬ 
ange county favored passage of 
the bill, the county as a whole 
was opposed to it. He said that 
under the circumstances it was 
necessary for him to act as he 
thought best, and so he voted in 
favor of the tax bill. 

Mr. Utt said that while he was 
opposed to all forms of exemp* 
tion from taxation, he felt, as did 
many others, that if foodstuffs 
had not been exempted from the 
sales tax It would have spelled 
death to the entire sales tax plan. 

Speaker Craig expressed his be¬ 
lief that there would be another 
session of the legislature this win¬ 
ter for the purpose of raising $24.- 
000,000 for relief purposes for the 
following year. He particularly 
complimented Senator Edwards, 
saying that in his opinion he was 
the best speaker in Sacramento 

Senator Edwards discussed brief¬ 
ly the problem faced by legisla¬ 
tors In finding out just what 
their constituents really want. He 
said the difference between the 
present legislature and that of 
two years ago was that the state 
has a man In Governor Merriam 
who knows how to get things 
done.

Termination of the Agricultural 
Adjustment administration’s pro¬ 
cessing taxes, now under court at¬ 
tack, would mean the end of the 
farmers' programs for adjustment 
of production and attainment of 
fair Income in the opinion of Ches¬ 
ter Davis. AAA administrator at 
Washington. 

A communication to this effect 
has just been received here by 
Farm Advisor Harold Wahlberg. 
The processing taxes, used to fi¬ 
nance benefit payments to farmers 
for curtailing production, are 
scheduled to be ruled upon by the 
supreme court in the Hoosac Mills 
case. A federal circuit court re¬ 
cently ruled them unconstitutional. 

Mr. Davis said in his communi¬ 
cation that these taxes are such 
a fundamental part of the AAA 
program that when the tax ques¬ 
tion is settled, the whole of the 
present farm plan also will he 
pretty much settled. He said he 
knew of no other source of con¬ 
tinuing revenue to provide funds 
for the farm program. 

The communication also said 
Mr. Davis believes the government 
at present is morally obligated to 
meet all contracts as far as per¬ 
formance has been rendered by 
producers. 

Local leaders have been hopeful 
that amendments to the AAA will 
remove objectionable features and 
allow continuation of the Califor- 
nia-Arizona citrus marketing 
agreement. It has been thought 
here that this agreement will 
stand unless directly attacked in 
court.

Twenty-five per cent of the 
county's $36,000 allotment from

COUNCIL INCREASES CITY BUDGET AT NO COST TO TAXPAYERS

Statue of Modjeska

Santa Ana will have a meet¬ 
ing place in its new city hall for 
small public gatherings and con¬ 
ventions. The council chamber, 
seating 450 to 500 persons, will 
be available for this purpose as 
a result of action taken by the 
city council last night. 

On recommendation of Council¬ 
man Joseph P. Smith the gov¬ 
erning body approved changes in 
construction which will cost $ 4 .- 
562.40, the most outstanding of 
which will be to shift the council 
chamber from the west to the east 
side of the third floor. 

By doing this, the contractors 
will be able to eliminate six col¬ 
umns which otherwise would ob¬ 
struct the room. Replacing these, 
steel beams will support the roof. 
Elimination of the columns will 
make the chamber more satisfac¬ 
tory as a meeting place.

Unless the government changes 
its regulations, Santa Ana will 
have to seek aid through the 
Public Works administration for 
construction of a storm drain sys¬ 
tem. This would mean that the 
city would have to provide 55 per 
cent of the cost. City Engineer 
J. L. McBride told the city coun¬ 
cil last night that the new Works 
Progress administration limita¬ 
tions on project costs would make 
it impossible for the storm drain 
to be a WPA project unless regu¬ 
lations are changed. 

The WPA limit is $25 000 for 
all except a certain specified list 
of projects, which does not in¬ 
clude storm drains, Mr. McBride 
said. The storm drain would cost 
more than $25,000. Under the 
WPA, sponsors are asked to sup¬ 
ply only 20 per cent of the total 
costs, instead of 55 per cent as 
under the PWA. 

Possibility of Aid 

Mr McBride said that if the 
WPA will allow construction of 
such projects by units, which 
could be kept under $25,000, there 
might he a possibility of aid from 
that source. He has been work¬ 
ing, he said, with Murray N. 
Thompson, county flood control 
engineer, in working out a joint 
city and county storm drain pro¬ 
gram for Santa Ana. 

Mr. McBride reporter! last night 
that the Santiago creek parkway 
project, a rat extermination proj¬ 
ect and a group of other small 
projects for technical and office j 
workers, which have been carried 
on under the SERA, have been 
submitted for approval to the 
WPA, the organization that is 
supplanting the SERA.

Santa Ana has a new park and 
forestry board today. Yet there 
are no more boards or commis¬ 
sions functioning than there were 
before the park body was ap¬ 
pointed last night by the city; 
council. 

The new park board also will 
handle the work formerly done by 
the old forestry board. It is a 
joint commission. Its job will be to 
look after Birch park, the city’s 
Santiago parkway, Jack Fisher 
park, the French street park and 
the municipal bowl, as well as 
carry on the tree planting projects 
formerly handled by the forestry 
board. 

Appointees Approved 

Mayor Fred Rowland appointed 
the new board last night and it 
was approved immediately by the 
council.

The city's assessed valuation is 
expected to fall in the neighbor¬ 
hood of $21,500,000, without the 
utilities. These may total $2,000,- 
000 . with a possible variation 
either way. On this basis, a tax 
rate of approximately $1 55 per 
$100 of assessed valuation would 
be a possibility, as compared to 
$1.75 last year. The lower rate 
would raise more money than it 
would have last year because the 
state has increased assessed valua¬ 
tions by 35 per rent. 

No Promises Made 

However, the council has made 
no promises about the tax rate, 
which ordinarily is fixed in the 
first week of September. Its 
memhers have evidenrrd a desire 
to make sure that the total tax 
bill for any individual will be about 
the same as last year. 

Actual expenditures last year 
were $496,000 This year's budget, 
which still may be changed up or 
down, is $39,354 larger than this 
figure It is estimated that utili¬ 
ties taxes may bring in about 
$32,000, to nearly balance this in¬ 
crease. 

The budget adopted by the coun¬ 
cil last night does not include an 
item for retirement, of the special 
assessment, district bonds issued 
by local districts under the 1915 
bond improvement art. These de¬ 
linquent bonds are regarded as a 
city obligation in view of a court 
decision. The council still can in¬ 
clude this item before the tax rate 
Is fixed. It is estimated that a 
rate of 14 cents would take care 
of this year's obligations on the 
bonds, all of which will mature 
by 1041. 

Increases Explained 

The increase in the budget, is ' 
brought about by the necessity re¬ 
ported by department heads for 
additional equipment, by salary in¬ 
creases for city employes in lower 
brackets, amounting to $8000 or 
$9000, by city hall expenses and 
opening of Flower street between 
Fifth and Sixth streets. Actual 
operating expenses, City Auditor 
Banks explained, are about the 
same as for last year 

It will be necessary this year 
to provide $8800, representing two 
years' payments on interest and 
retirement of city hall bonds. Last 
year’s share of this money could 
not be provided then because the 
bonds had not heen votcu. The 
payments have already begun to 
fall due, however.

‘Bulging Brow ’ 
Fish Sans Scales 
Puzzles Fisherman 


“More than 200 years old and 
still an accurate time keeper" is 
the way P’rank Matthyns, press¬ 
man at The Journal, describes a 
hand-made watch that is one of 
his most valued possessions. 

Mr. Matthyns said the watch 
has been in his father's family 
for as far back as any record of 
the family can be traced. Handed 
down from father to son, the time¬ 
piece was brought to America 
from Holland by Peter Matthys, 
grandfather of the present owner. 
He gave it to his son, D. F. Mat¬ 
thys. who passed it on to his son 
in 1931 when he died. 

All working parts of the watch, 
including a fine driving chain 


which operates the gears, are 
made of gold and elaborately en¬ 
graved. The works are held in 
a hammered silver case by tiny 
pin bolts instead of screws. The 
c rystal is hand ground and is the 
same one that was on the watch 
when it was made. One hand, too. 
is an original. The other was 
replaced many years ago after 
having been broken. The silver 
timepiece is carried in a protec¬ 
tive hand-moulded brass case. 

Engraved on the works is the 
legend “Samson-London” and the 
serial number 24, indicating, ac¬ 
cording to the owner, that the 
watch was the twenty-fourth 


timepiece produced by the manu¬ 
facturer. 

Mr Matthys has taken the 
watch to various jewelers in an 
effort to have its exact age de¬ 
termined. They have beeu un¬ 
able to fix the date of its manu¬ 
facture other than to say that it 
is more than 200 years old.

At least parents who worry can 
make the effort not to pass on 
the habit to their children.

Worry is 
a much more frequent affliction 
than any contagious disease, and 
quite as dangerous to the spirit 
as the other Is to the body. It 
hampers action, destroys, vital¬ 
ity, and Inhibits freedom ajid 
happiness.

Normal Blood Pressure 


race, physical activity, tempera¬ 
ment, etc., all affect blood pres¬ 
sure and must be included in any 
estimate of what is normal for the 
given individual. 

Normal Ratio 

A reasonably accurate and sim¬ 
ple generalization concerning 
blood pressure may be expressed 
in the following terms: In normal 
adults, the normal systolic (that 
is, with the heart in full contrac¬ 
tion) range of blood pressure is 
from 110 to 148 millimeters of 
mercury; the normal diastolic 
(that is, when the heart is in 
relaxation) range of pressure is 
from 70 to 95. 

A systolic blood pressure over 
150 and a diastolic blood pressure 
of 100 may be considered abnor¬ 
mally high. However, even these 
figures are not significant un¬ 
less the other factors affecting 
blood pressure are taken into 
consideration. 


Certain pat phrases and stereo¬ 
typed ideas on medical matters 
have gained currency in popular 
language, and the result is that, 
improperly understood and im¬ 
properly applied, they cause a 
good deal of misunderstanding 
and at times much worry. 

For example, consider the mat¬ 
ter of so-called normal blood pres¬ 
sure. To begin with, the very 
idea of norma! blood pressure is 
erroneous. There is no such thing 
as normal, in the sense of a fixed 
figure, which is valid for each 
and every individual. 

Formuli Misleading 
Also, stereotyped formuli on 
blood pressure are misleading. 
Thus, it is thought by many that 
the normal blood pressure of an 
individual is equivalent to 100, 
plus the figure of his age. This 
generalization is not correct. 

For one thing, age is not the 
only factor which affects blood 
pressure. The physique and con¬ 
stitutional type of the individual,

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NEEDED: A PRISON PLAN 

W HEN or if the state bond issue is voted at the special 
election a week from Tuesday, our prison officials 
should get together and plan such a use of their bond 
money as will' make an important beginning at least of a 
better prison system for California, says the San Fran¬ 
cisco News. 

Prison experts like Julian Alco, Prison Director 
Frank C. Sykes of San Francisco and Joseph Stephens, 
the Sacramento banker, who is a member of the State 
Board of Prison Terms and Paroles, are agreed that we 
should establish prison farms for youthful offenders, ex¬ 
tend the prison road camps, and otherwise get away from 
the expensive, stupid and demoralizing old system of 
locking men up in steel cells and leaving them to rot in | 
idleness. 

The news is right but— 

We have been hearing these things for years, and > 
instead of doing anything about it we build more cell- 
blocks at a cost of $2000 a cell to the taxpayer and plan 
another prison of the same old type. 

Why not, if the bond issue carries, a business like 
huddle of all state prison officials, with experts like San¬ 
ford Bates, director of Federal prisons, and Warden James 
Johnston of Alcatraz called in as advisers? Why not a 
complete prison plan toward which to work, and a begin¬ 
ning now with the money that we hope will be available 
this year? 

Mr. Stephens is the latest to declare the need for 
prison farms and a wider use of the road camp system. 

He urged both before the Rotary Club of Sacramento on 
Thursday, and added a warm defense of the parole sys¬ 
tem, pointing out that 96 of every 100 paroled men go 
straight and only 56 per cent of thosewhocompleU'thmr 
terms. Men on parole in California today have $5,500,000 

deposited in savings banks. 

Item: Of 17,000 prisoners brought before the board 
in the past five years, said Mr. Stephens, only one had 
been a Boy Scout.
